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GOLD STANDARD 
NOW BETRAYER 
OF BEST FRIEND 


That unless immediate action is taken at the coming World 
Economic Conference to end present conditions with some of the 
world’s leading countries still on the gold standard and others 
forced off, there is only the alternative of “a gradual descent 
into still further chaos and a further progressive abandonment 
of the gold standard by one country after another, with an 
accentuation of the difficulties of those nations still adhering to 
the barbarous relic,” is the opinion expressed by J. M. Keynes, 
renowned British cconomist end financial authority. 

Here are Mr. Keynes’ views, as expressed in a sours 
article under the heading “World Economic Conference, 1933." 
In view of their importance to Canada at this time, The Bulletin 
reproduces them in full for the benefit of its readers. 

Ry J. M. KEYNES 

In 1923 I wrote that “the gold standard is already a bar- 
barous relic.” If this was true ten years ago, can it be pos- 
sible today to forecast a respectable future for it, when in 
the meantime it has betrayed all the hopes of its friends? 

Yet it does not follow that the monetary system of the 
future will find no place for gold. A barbarous relic, to 
which a vast body of tradition and prestige attaches, may 
have a symbolic or conventional value if it can be fitted into 
the framework of a managed system of the new pattern. 

I predict, therefore, that central banks will continue in| 


the future (as in the past) to keep gold reserves for the pro- | 


tection of their exchanges and as an emergency means of 
settling an adverse international balance. » 

The immediate question, however, is not so much the 
place of gold in the ideal monetary system of the future, as 
the pressing problems of financial diplomacy, upon the 
handling of which the prospective course of events will de- 
pend over the next year or two. 

The existing position is highly paradoxical. It is ob- 
vious to everyone that those countries which have abandoned 
the gold standard are enjoying a great advantage over those 
which still adhere to it. 


MORE STABLE PRICES 
The countries which are off gold have had more stable 
prices; their exchanges have settled down at a figure at | 


| which their export industries can live in relation to world 
i competition; and their central banks, freed from the task of 


| having to protect their gold reserves, can, without any anx- | 
Py icty, maintain low rates of interest and abundant credit suit- | 
ed to their domestic needs. One might have expected, there- | 
fore, that their envious neighbors would be cager to follow | 
their example. 

But the contrary is the case... | 
q Thus, while the pressure of the facts is toward a fur- | 
ther progressive abandonment of the gold standard, all the 
pressure of international diplomacy is toward its restora- 
tion . 

In the first place Great Britain has to recognize that 
existing arrangements, however convenient to ‘herself, are | 
genuinely upsetting to those of her neighbors who remain | 
tied to gold and have, therefore, to bear the brunt of the ad- 
justments, 


OBSTACLES IN WAY 

Moreover, the great practical obstacles in the way of 
further countries following her example must not be under- 
estimated. Obstacles in Central Europe, because memories 
of the great inflations cause all currency experiments to be 
viewed with hysterical timidity; in France, because France is 
the last home of the bullionist complex and of ultra-conserva- 
tism in all matters concerning cash, and in the United States 
because of legal difficulies concerning gold bonds and over- 
whelming constitutional obstacles. 

Moreover, if others were to follow her example, it is 
possible that no country would derive much benefit, since the 
competitive advantages which now accrue from exchange 
depreciations would cancel out. 

In the second place there can be no justification on the | 
ideal principles of currency management for such wide fluc- 
tuations in the gold price of sterling as have actually oc-

From Beginning Never Has Been Great Woman, 
Symphonic Composer, Artist, Orator, 
Says Premier

ROME, April 8—I have often been asked whether woman is suited 
and adapted for participation in political life and whether she is 
capable of attaining that capacity which 
man usually reaches in this field. I shall 
begin by giving an outline of what has 
hitherto bappened. 

In England women have filled mu- 
nicipal and government positions. We 
have been able to judge their activity in 
parliament and to appreciate in a just 
measure the active contribution given, for 
example by Miss Margaret Bondfield, who 
was Minister of Labor in Premier Mac- 
Donald's second cabinet. 

The conquest of public life by women 
has assumed vaster proportions in the 
United States than anywhere else. Women 
have been appointed to both state and fed- 
eral posts. They have even gone further, 
often placing their candidature for im- 
portant public offices. 

Some of these pioneers have reached 
the position of governor of a state, while 
others have been elected to congress, 
President Roosevelt himself appointed a 
woman in his cabinet, Miss Frances 
Perkins, secretary of labor. 

It has taken little more than ten years 
to cover all this distance, as until then 
women did not make an official bid for 
equality, much less supremacy in the field 
of politics. When England and America 
granted votes to women, the franchise had 


already long been in existence in other 
countries, 
It is difficult to guess whether some 


of the women who occupy public Posts 
will eventually succeed in the future in 
achieving fame equal to that already con- 
quered by man in the field of politics.

Hitherto we have never heard 
of any woman who succeeded in giving 
new and original imprint to any branch of 
political activity. It must not be forgotten 
that when voters give suffrage to women 
they are guided by the same sentiments 
which casily affirm themselves on the 
mentality of the masses.

A greater de facto stability of ster- 
ling would be an improvement, from all points of view. 

There are only two good reasons for exchange fluctua- 
tions—to compensate wide price changes elsewhere or to| 
make unprofitable those large but meaningless migrations 
of international short loan money from one international cen- 
tre to another. These have been the chief curse of the for- | 
eign exchanges in recent times... 

Great Britain has, therefore, to consider whether there | 
is any compromise which she can reasonably offer to meet 
the pressure and complaints of her neighbors, who believe 
that the unsteadiness of sterling is an important obstacle in 
the way of a recovery of world prices. 

The only kind of compromise which it would be practi- | 
cal to discuss in present circumstances would be an under- | 
taking by Great Britain that the maximum range in the gold 
value of sterling over the next twelve months should be 
limited to (say) five per cent. This subject always to there 
being no further serious collapse meanwhile in the gold prices | 
of commodities, at a basic rate selected with reference to the | 
actual figure ruling at the time and the average figure of | 
previous months. 

Would it be safe and prudent to give such an undertak 
ing? Yes, if it were part of a general scheme of financial 


appeasement.

If this means that the Bank of France and the Federal

—a Day in Canadian History— 


MacKENZIE KING ON STRIKE 
On this date, in 1895, a commis- 
sion of enquiry opened an invest- 


igation at Toronto into a strike 


of students at Toronto university. 
Earlier in the year a number of 
articles had appeared in The 
Varsity criticizing the actions of 
President Loudon and the uni- 
versity council, especially regard- 
ing the program of the Political 
Science Club and its right to in- 
vite advanced thinkers to address 
it 

The council demanded that 
The Varsity apologize; the editor, 
Joe Montgomery, was willing but 
the editorial board refused him 
permission; he resigned and was 
replaced by James Alexander 
Tucker, who refused to apologize 
and was suspended by the uni- 
versity council. Professor William 
Dale was dismissed for having 
criticized the appointment of G. 
M. Wrong as professor; and on 
February 15 the students at a 
mass meeting decided to abstain

from lectures until Dale was re- 
instated. Among the leaders was 
William Lyon Mackenzie King, 
afterwards Prime Minister of 
Canada, and Hamar Greenwood, 
now Baron Greenwood, after hav- 
ing been the last chief secretary 
for Ireland in its most troubled 
days. 

The commission found that 
there had been a lack of tact in 
dealing with the students, ap- 
proved the suspension of Tucker 
and the dismissal of Dale, and 
told the students that they had 
been in the wrong in not respect- 
ing discipline. The students went 
back to their studies. 

Goldwin Smith, who gave evi- 
dence, probably summed up the 
whole matter when he said that 
the strike was “due to budding 
politicians who were essaying a 
first flight in popular agitation”; 
but not even he predicted that the 
two leaders mentioned would 
within so brief a time attain such 
high positions in the world of 
politics.

We are indebted today to W 
Leask, Sask. who sent in a torn copy of the San 
Francisco Examiner editorial section of Sunday, 
May 8, 1932. It’s less than a year since it left the 
press, but what ironic gibes Time has written 
across it in the meantime, 

The feature of the section is the front page 
illustrated editorial by Brisbane, written in kinder- 
garten manner, with drawings to make it clear to 
the boobocracy. This one is called “Shooting at the 
Dollar.” 

Lest his readers might not know what shooting 
at the dollar is, an artist has drawn a large picture 
of an American gold dollar, with foreign soldiers 
shooting at it. Lest his readers might not know 
what the American gold dollar is, ar might not 
know that the soldiers are foreign soldiers, the 
American gold dollar is labelled “America’s good 
dollar,” and the land on which the foreign soldiers 
are standing, is labelled “Europe.” Some of the 
soldiers are labelled with the names of European 
countries. Uncle Sam attired in stars and stripes 
étands behind his dollar. He is saying, “Let them 
shoot!”

Some of the Brisbanic teaching to his kinder- 
garteners—the same editorial page appeared in all 
the Hearst papers and in a multitude of syndicate 
subscribers throughout United States—would cause 
many eyebrows on Threadneedle Street to raise in 
wonderment. It reflects mass-opinion in United 
States, at the time it was approaching collapse of 
its banking system, when returned cheques would 
no longer be marked “no funds,” but “no bank.” 


Here are a few paragraphs; with Mr. Brisbane's 
capitalized words: 

“Shooting at the dollar,” secking to lower 
its value, occupies bankers, stock gamblers, 
business men and GOVERNMENTS in num- 
erous countries, especially FRANCE. 

Our English friends also, their pound sterling 
off the gold standard, fallen in value by more 
than a dollar to the pound, would like to see 
United States dollars cheaper. 

The whole world buys from us 

If the costly dollar could be made cheaper, 
foreigners could buy more with THEIR moncy, 
so much less valuable than ours now. 

It is not so much hatred of this country that 
inspires “shooting at the dollar” as it is the 
desire of our competitors needing our raw 
materials and other goods, to obtain those goods 
as cheaply as possible. What they buy from us, 
they must buy WITH DOLLARS. When the 
dollar is hard to get they must pay a big price. 

America intends at present, to maintain the 
gold standard. To begin with, our bonds and 
our mortgages, all of our important obligations, 
are payable IN GOLD. If we went off the gold 
basis those that owe mortgages and bonds 
would have to find gold to pay them. There 
would be two kinds of money—a_ cheaper 
money for which the farmer and manufacturer 
would sell their produce and hire their labor, 
and a dearer money, gold, which would be 
taken in by the strong men that hold mortgages 
and bonds. 


Uncle Sam now has his full share of the 
world’s gold, nearly one-half of it. He could 
FORBID THE EXPORTATION OF ANY GOLD 
BELONGING TO THE UNITED STATES 
GOVERNMENT OR UNITED STATES CIT- 
IZENs. 

We could make certain that no gold that we 
now possess would leave us, and Uncle Sam 
could proceed with great ease to absorb more 
gold, and he would soon have in his vaults prac- 
tically all of the world’s monetary gold 

Ours is a CREDITOR nation. The whole 
world owes us money and is compelled to pay 
in GOLD if we demand it 

We could keep the billions of gold that we 
have in the Treasury, putting an embargo on 
exportation, and continue taking in gold until 
we had practically all of it. 

Shooting at the dollar will do our so-called 
“friends” no good; they cannot hit or hurt the 
United States. 

There can be nothing to worry us if we keep 
this country properly protected, haying in mind 
the present methods of waging war.

An Edmonton professional man was irked in 
travelling through United States a year ago when 
told on every hand that the depression was caused 
by Britain not paying her war debts.
